Windsor, Ont., Nov. 6.—Whether the 
Rev. J. O. L. Spracklin, pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal church of Sand- 
wich and a leader of prohibition en- 
forcement agents along the border, 
must stand trial for the slaying early 
today of Beverly Trumble, an Inn pro- 
prietor, was to be determined at a 
coroner’s inquest still in session at a 
late hour tonight. 

Crown Attorney, Rodd announced he 
would take no action against the min- 
ister-license inspector until the cor- 
oner’s jury had given a verdict. 

In a statement to police officers 
Spracklin claimed he shot only in self- 
defense and his version of the raid on 
Trumble’s place was corroborated by 
three other officers who were with him. 

Murder,’ Widow Says. 

Trumble’s widow and several friends 
who were called to testify, however, 
declared Trumble was unarmed. 

Local police who made an investiga- 
tion said they had heen unable to find 
the pistol Spracklin claims the dead 
man had drawn.

THE UNITED STATES STILL IS. 

American nationality has had three critical pe- 
riods. One was when it became a nation with 
states and not a confederation of states and when 
under the constitution and with Hamilton it took 
its way towards complete Americanism of ideals 
and purposes held in common by, all the people. 


The second was when by civil war it determined 
that the nation created under the constitution was 
« unit and not divisible, that it@pas greater than 
any part of it—that the United States IS and not 
the states ARE, at their will, united. 


Thus the nation was created and thus it was 
saved as a nation. We are but a few days out of 
the third critical period, which, because it is so 
close to our vision and because its gravamen was 
so disguised by specious phrases and ample benevo- 
lences, has not been definitely defined. 


In each critical period there has been a political 
party with. vision and one without it. In the first 
period the party of vision was the Federalist and 

-the leader Hamilton. In the second period the 
party was the Republican and the leader Lincoln. 
in the third period the party again was Republican 
and it took as its leader Harding. Under this lead- 
ership the United States, having determined that 
it is a nation under its constitution, having saved 
the nation under its constitution, determined that 
‘it should remain a nation under its constitution. 
it retains its full nationality without submission 
to @ superstate, and it retains its form of govern- 
ment with its checks and balances. 


In the first period the opposition to nationalism 
gave the nation some compensating benefits. It 
enlarged the theme of democracy, and while Hamil- 
toa created a nation, Jefferson made it in fact as 
well as in theory a democratic nation, checking 
Hamilton's desire for upper class government with 
his own passion for popular government. 


In the second period and in this period through 
which we have just passed the opposition. offered 
no compensations for its destructiveness. In the 
second period it would have torn the nation in two 
and ‘would have destroyed the right by which it 
could exist as a nation, the right of the whole to 
In the third it would have de- 
stroyed the validity of the legislative’ check on ex- 
ecutive authority or autocracy and would have 
made dictatorship possible. 7 


The superstate, ‘to the authority of which the | 
United States was to submit, wae ingeniously con: 
trived to promote a dictatorship at home. Wilson 
had assumed powers which startled the nation. 
They would have been confirmed under the cove- 
nant which virtually recognized the president as 
the voice ahd will of the nation and ignored the 
congressional checks upon him. 


It was the instinctive American feeling of this 
organic issue which found expression at the polls. 


No other issue could have brought out such a re- 


sponse. The Democratic\party, on the wrong side 
of the question, almost melted away, as it did in 
the second period when it was denationalistic. 


Then it was forty years in recovering from the 
assault it had made upon nationalism. A war 
fixed the bitterness and nailed the responsibility. 
Again thc party has been almost obliterated, but 
without bitterness and consequently without an 
unwholesome overthrow of party balances. The 
Democratic party can come back from this mistake 


Under Mr. Wilson the American government h 


‘gone a long Ways from the theory of American 


government, but the people had not followed and 


_ they did not intend to. They accepted the neces- 


sities of war and submitted to perversions of their 
government because they thought them necessary. 
When these perversions seemed about to fix them- 
selves the people rebelled, as they had to if they 
were to preserve their constitutional forms. 

It had been thought inconceivable that the United 
States, with all the checks which its constitution 
puts on government, could develop and support an 
autocratic executive. Mr. Wilson came nearly prov- 
ing to the people that the checks were insufficient. 
He nearly assumed the purple. That was a discon- 
certing discovery to Americans. : 

There have been conflicts before between execu: 
tive and legislative \branches, and there will be 
again; but in Mr. Wilson’s case there was the as- 
sumption that the legislative branch had ceased to 
exist independently. Congress became the first 
duma under Nicholas and his ministers. It 
the right to sit but not to intervene. Mr. Wilson 
made it constantly the moral duty of the United 
Sates senate to accept and not to question. 

There might be occasions when the executive 
controlled the senate or when the senate controlled 


_ the executive, and such occasions might not be

trol the essentials of life. The measure, indeed, is 
said not to be the result of the coal strike but to 
have been formulated months ago upon genera!

radicalistin. Extremist leaders have 
preached direct action for the paralysis of capital- 
istic society, the overthrow of democratic govern: 
ment, the abolition of the middle class, and the 
establishment of class rule or dictatorship of the 
proletariat. British democracy doés not propose to 
be overthrown by an organized minority possessing 
inordinate powers through a command of certain 
essentials of life. It still represents the great 
majority of the nation and it intends to put itself 
in a position to defend itself against revolutionary 
assaults disguised as industrial disputes. Under 
the emergency powers bill the government is au- 
thorized to use all available resources to maintain 
necessary transport and supplies of food, fuel, and 
light. | 

From Germany, méanwhile, comes evidence of 
the same effort of the middle class to protect itself 
from proletarianism. It takes the form of an or 
ganization, the Technische Nothilfe, known as

Democratic society cannot afford to allow so 
serious a threat at ite existence as the general 
strike, or strike in essential industries, to hang 


the time being, because the sowalled bourgeois 
class was small and unprepared. America, where 
there aré no classes, properly speaking, where men 


where property is widely distributed and democ- 
racy is in the air we breathe, stands at the other 
end of the scale. The great mass of us are what 
would be called middle class, including a consider. 
able proportion of the manual workers. We have 
had trouble with strikes in essential industries, 
but the power of organized democratic society 
would quickly overwhelm any attempt to make 
use of the strike as a revolutionary weapon. In 
Great Britain, France, and Germany, however, the 
need for serious democratic organization for de- 
fense from revolutionary labor tactics and for the 
preservation of the middle class seems to be recog- 
nized. It is a defense essential to the preservation 
of civilization.

bles and plank partitions of a new ad- 
ministration, which is engaged chiefty 
in a strenuous struggle against fam- 
ine and the foreign invader. 

Its streets were streets of buay shops 
in 1914. I loafed agreeably in St. Pe- 
tersburg streets buying little articles 
and watching the abundant traffic. All 
these shops have ceased. There are 
perhaps half a dozen shops still open 
in St. Petersburg. There is a govern- 
ment crockery shop where | bought a 
plate or so as souvenirs for seven or 
eight hundred rubles each, and there 
are a few flower shops. , 


Shops Look Abandoned. 


It is a wonderful fact, I think, that 
in this city in which most of the 
shrinking population is already nearly 
starving and hardly any one possesses 
@ second suit of cicthes or more than 
a single change, worn and patched, 
of linen, flowers can be and are still 
bought and sold. For 6,000 rubles, 
which is about 6s 8d ($1.50) at the 
current rate'of exchange, one can get 
a very pleasing bunch of big chrysan- 
themums. 

I do not know iff the words “all 


. shops have ceased” convey any pic- 


tures to the western reader of what 
a street Jooks like in Russia. It is 
not like Bond street or Piccadilly on 
a Sunday with the blinds drawn down 
in decorous sleep and ready to wake 
up and begin again on Monday. The 
shops have an utterly wretched and 
abandoned look. The paint is peeling 
off, windows are cracked, some are 
broken and boarded up. Some still 
display a few fly-blown relics of stock 
in the windows. Some have their 
windows covered with notices. Win- 
dows are growing dim, fixtures have 
gathered two years’ dust. They are 
dead shops. They will never open 
again. 


Markets Are Closed, Too. 

All the great bazaar-like markets 
are closed, too, in St. Petersburg now, 
in a desperate struggle to keep pub- 
lic control of necessities and prevent 
the profiteer driving up the last ves- 
tiges of food to incredible prices. And 
this cessation of shops makes walk- 
ing about the streets seem a silly sort 
of thing to do. Nobody walks about 
any more. One realizes that a mod- 
ern city is really nothing but long al- 
leys of shops and restaurants and the 
like. Shut them up and the meaning 
of @ street has disappeared. : 

People hurry past in the thin, tratf- 
fic compared with my memories of 
1914. Electric street carsare still run- 
ning and busses until 6 o’clock. They 
are the only means of locomotion for 
ordinary people remaining in town, 
the last legacy of capitalist enterprise. 

The roads along which these tram- 
ears run are in frightful condition. 
They have not beén repaired for three 
or four years. They are full of holes, 
like shellholes, often two or three feet 
deep. Frost has eaten out great cav- 
ities. Drains have collapsed and the 
people have torn up the wood ‘pave- 
ment for fires. Only once did we see 
any attempt to repair streets in St. 
Petersburg. In a side street some 


mysterious agency had collected a load |. 


of wood blecks and two barrels of 
tar. | 
‘Wooden Houses All Demolished. 
Every wooden house was demolished 


for firing last winter, and such ma- 
sonry as there was in those houses re-/ 


mains in ruinous gaps between the 
houses of stone. Every one is shabby 
and every one seems to be carrying 
bundles in both St. Petersburg and 
Moscow. To walk into some side 
streets in the twilight.and see nothing 
but illclad figures, all hurrying and 
all carrying loads, gives one an im- 
pression as though the entire popu- 
lation was setting out in flight. 

That impression is not altogether 
misleading. SBolshevist statistics I 
have seen are perfectly frank and 
hRonet in the matter. 

These bundles that every one car- 
| are partly rations of food that

‘on. Partly they are materials and 
the results of illicit trade. The Rus- 
sian population has always been a 
trading and bargaining population.

Confrented with a shortage of near- 
ty every commodity, a shortage 
caused partly by the war strain—for 
Russia has been at war continuously 
now for six years—partly by the gen- 
eralcollapse of social organization and. 
partly by the blockade, and with cur- 
tency in complete disorder, the only 
possible way to save towns from the 
chaos of cornering, profiteering, star. 
vation and at last a mere savage fight

Profiteers Shot When Detected. 

But in Russia this has to be donc on 
the basis of uncontrollable peasant pro- 
duction, with a population tempera- 
mentally undisciplined and self-indu)- 
gent. The struggle is necessarily a 
bitter one. The detected profiteer, the 
genuine profiteer who profiteers on zny 
considerable scale, gets a short shrift— 
he is shot. 

Quite ordinary trading may be pun- 

dished severely. All trading is called 
speculation and is now illegal, but 
queer street corner trading in food, 
etc., is winked at in Petrograd and 
quite openly practiced in Moécow, be. 
cause only by permitting this can the 
peasants be induced to bring in food. 

There is also much underground 
trade between buyers and sellers who

Nearly 
everybody we met struck us as being 


health. A buoyant, healthy person is' 
rare in this atmosphere of discomforts 
and petty deficiencies. If any one falls 
into real illness the outlook is grim 
indeed. 

My son paid a visit to thé big Obuch- 
ovskaya hospital, and he tells me 
things were miserable there indeed. 

Hardly any one in Petrograd has 
much more than a change of raiment, 
and in the great city, in which there 
remains no means of communication 
but a few overcrowded tramcars, old, 
leaky, and ill fitting boots are the only 
footwear. 

At times one sees astonishing make- 
shifts in the way of sgostumes. The 
master of a school to which we paid a 
surprise visit struck me as unusually 
dapper. He was wearing a dinner suit 
with a blue serge waistcoat. Several 
of the distinguished scientific and lit- 
erary men I met had no collars and 
wore neck wraps.

A DWELLING OF TASTE. 

USKLN tells us that to have true 
beauty, we. must ornament con- 
gtruction, never construct orna- 
‘ment. The decoration must be 
& part of,the object decorated, never 
@ separate thing artificially applied. 
Fauure to observe this simple rule 
has caused some of the worst architeo 
tural failures in history. It is respon- 
sible for what may be called the Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes period of domestic 
architecture in this country, when 
houses were built without any beauty 
of line, and then “decorated” by 
Scrolls and screens and curves and 
twists cut.out of wood by jig saws, 
and nailed to the helpless building 

which had no yoice to protest. 
.. The surest way to avoid this blunder 
fis to choose the right sort of building 
material, and there is no sounder 
choice than face brick. The varied 
colors and textures of this materia) 


, can make any wall interesting; they 


ornament construction in the truest 
sense of the term. At the same time, 


brick is ‘so handy that it gives the 


competent architect plenty of chance 
to vary the lines of his structure, and 
thereby enhance its interest. The 
walls of this house, for example, are 
beautified nut only by the tones of the 
material, but by the form of the open- 
ings. The broad arch of the recessed 


doorway, the round arches of the low- 


er windows, repeated in the entrance 
of the living porch, just glimpsed at 
the back, add the charm of an ci

In design, the house is a compro- 
mise between the square plan and the 
bread and shallow colonia! plan. The 
central chimney and lines of the roof 
@re from the square side of its an- 
cestry. The central doorway and the 
living reom clear across one side are 
colonial features. It is most interest- 
ing to see how these usually contrast- 
ing plans are combined in harmonious 
proportions. 

The’ central hall, with fits narrow 
windows on either side of the entrance

door, starta out to be purely colonial 
but stops short. Instead of going clear 
through the house; it travels only 
about one-fourth of the way, and ends 
in a handy coat closet. This plan 
makes the hall merely a dignified form 
of vestibule. 

At the ieft is the living room, 11 
feet by 20 feet 6 inches. It runs clear 
across the house, with windows on 
three aides, in true colonia! fashion. 
But the fireplace is not located In the 
outside wall. On the contrary, it is on 
the inner wall, just back of the coat 
closet. Here a delightful fireplace nook 
has been formed out of what otherwise 
would be the central part of the hall. 
This plan not only adds much to the 
size and convenience of the room, but 
conserves heat, utilizes space, and 
suves money. All the flues in the house, 
one for the living room fireplace, one 
for the dining room fireplace, one for 
the furnace,. and one for the kitchen 
range, are accommodated in that single 
chimney. At present prices of labor 
and materials, this saves a good many 
dollars. 

At the back of the living room, 
overluoking the garden but projecting 
to the side so as to give a view of 
the street in front, is the brick pillared 
living porch. During the warmer 
months, this will be the most occupied 
‘part of the howe, and even in winter, 
it. frames the iandscape in pleasant 
arches that add to its charm. 

On the right of the entrance hall is 
the dining room, 11 by 13 feet, lighted 
from two sides, and containing an oia 
fashioned fireplace. At one side of this 
splace is a built-in cabinet. Directly

| as far as we are concerned, 


Reduced to its simplest: form, the 
spirit of this thirty-second exhibition 
‘is ably, though a trifie sardonically, 
summed up in the choice of the two 
principal prize winning pictures. These 
are a portrait of Otis Skinner in “ The 
Honor of the Family” by George B. 
Luks, and “ Torn Lingerie,” by Fred- 


I wish the twe-ea canvases bene side 
by side. Combined they form such 
an eloquent argument in favor of the 
theory of life exposed in so much of 
the literature of today—from the yel- 
low press to W. I. George or Arnold 
Bennett. On the one hand you have 
the clubman, indifferent, blasé, cynical, 
a high liver, steeped in the knowledge 
of woman and the world, but still and 
forever @ pursuer of woman; and on 
the other hand you have the girl, dell- 
cate, fresh, ignorant (maybe), serene, . 
and unconscious at her task with. the 
flimsy laces. But, if she looked up, 
would it be as the flirt that she would 
gain credence with the man, or as the 

Ghild that she would claim his protec- 
ticn? Providing they were—side by 
side? 

Similarly . with the exhibition. The 
effect is as of a maiden with downcast 
eyes. What is she really? What really 
is the exhibition? 


As for the man, his note is struck in ® 


himself. He lurks, or the atmosphere 
‘that his twinkling glance exudes lurks, 
as a possible menace to probing too 
deeply into the delicacies of his con- 
fréres. It is not clear whether, in fact, 
these painters are playing with us, 
playing up to the standard presumably 
set by earlier annual Amtrican exhibi- 
tions, but they may be—and with a 
touch of malicious insight into the na- 
tive horror of properly migded people 
for extremes. 

That devilish glint in the eyes of 
Mr. Luks’ portrait makes one wonder. 

Jt may be said with regret that there 
is’nothing in the entire exhibit as pow- 
erful as “The Meeting of Antony and 
Cleopatra After the Battle of Actium,” 


_ painted. by Glyn Philpot and shown 


among the Carnegie pictures last Au- 
gust at the institute, There is nothing 
even as striking or as strong as the 
portrait. of Joseph Pennell by Wayman 
Adams,*the winner two years ago of 
the Legan prize at the Art institute, 
or as his “Conspiracy” of last fall. 
Nor is there a canvas as original as 
“The Twins, Virginia and Jane,” by 
Joseph T. Pearson Jr., which was 
awarded the Potter Palmer gold medal 
in the thirty-first annual exhibition.

The force which 
mainly shapes the earth is gravity, 
and gravity is concentration at the 
center. It pulls every portion down, 
and thus assures the earth's smoothly 
spherical shape. 

In pulling, it also squeezes itself, 
and by so doing forces the lavas and 
light rocks to the surface, like slag 
is squeezed out of hot iron, and also 
heats the metal in the core by direct 
compression. Stars and planets keep 


the heat they do mainly by self-/' 


compression. The sun is white hot 
because it has sufficient gravity to 
compress even the surface white hot, 
but the earth, being smaller, com- 
presses itself less, and so maintains a 
lower temperature.
